Local Richmond author Jenny Oliver talks about the 
process of writing ahead of her new novel release

W hen Jenny Oliver decided 
at a young age that she 
wanted to write, she 
quickly came to the 

realisation that - like many others - she 
had absolutely no idea where to start. 
But the Richmond local didn’t give up 
and is now awaiting the release of her 
fourth novel. So, how do you go from 
writer’s block to an author selling 
thousands of books? 

At the age of ten, Oliver penned her 
first book on the beach on holiday and 
illustrated it with the cut-outs of 
supermodels from Vogue. ‘It’s true, I 
started very young. I came to be an 
author because I always wanted to write, 
but didn’t really know what I was doing, 


I wrote it on the beach in 
a notebook and typed it 
up as soon as I got home 
to London 


so I did an English degree and then got a 
job in publishing,’ she explains. ‘The 
company that I worked for focuses on 
stories that are short and intense, and 
there is no wastage in the writing so it 
was great training for me.’ 

After practicing with writing different 
genres and sending it off to agents, 
Oliver quickly realised that the writing 
didn’t have enough of a hook - even 
though they would say that it was very 
good. It was this that she worked so hard 
to change. ‘I learnt more than I could 




















the beautiful immediate surroundings of 
her local neighbourhood help get her into 
the right zone for writing. ‘I go to 
Petersham Nurseries a lot and I sit there 
in the summer. You can just tuck yourself 
away in a little comer and there’s no wifi 
either, so it’s perfect for writing,’ she 
says. ‘I can walk along the river towards 
Ham to get the inspiration for the day 
first.’ She also waxes lyrical about the 
many libraries and literary festivals in the 
area, so it is the perfect base for people 
who want to start writing. 

Oliver emphasises as our interview 
comes to a close that writing is a 
continuous process and not something 
that you ever have a rest from. If 
anything, she tells me, it gets harder. 
‘You’ve got to replenish yourself each 
time. So, for example, I’ve got less time 
as I’ve got a two-year-old so I now 
realise how much time you have to 
allocate,’ she says. ‘Let yourself have the 
time to renew.’

have leamt anywhere else about writing 
over those few years,’ she says. ‘It’s like 
any other job; you just have to leam how 
to write a story and persevere, you can’t 
just give up.’ 

Her first big break, however, came 
about somewhat by accident. ‘There was 
a competition to write a Christmas book 
and I was on holiday 
in France at the time. 

It was really raining so 
we watched Bake Off 
on YouTube in our 
apartment hiding from 
the pouring rain and I 
thought that it would 
make a good story; I 
had three leads, 

Christmas, the Bake 
Off and France,’ she 
says. ‘I wrote it on the 
beach in a notebook 
and typed it up when I 
got home. Having a 
commercial idea and 
bug for writing set me 
off in the right place.’ 

Finding inspiration is often the 
hardest part and this is something that 
Oliver knows all too well, but it’s about 
really researching to find what works for 
your audience. ‘The new book, The 
Sunshine and Biscotti Club , is my fourth 
full-length book and now I find myself 
taking inspiration from looking around 
more, really listening to my friends 
about their lives, reading all the Sunday 
supplements and listening to podcasts,’ 
she explains. ‘There might be just one 
line in an interview that makes me think 
of a great character.’ 
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The development in 
writing doesn’t stop 
once you get published 
either, and the new 
novel shows this. Set 
on the banks of a 
beautiful lake in Italy, 
it’s about growing as 
people. Having caught 
her husband in an 
online affair, the 
protagonist sets about 
changing her life alongside her friends. 
‘It’s the book with the widest scope that 
I’ve written so far and most emotional 
depth,’ says Oliver. ‘It was my favourite 
when I finished, so I can see that I’ve 
developed as a writer. I loved writing it.’ 

For Oliver, she cleverly thinks about 
timings too. ‘My books tend to come out 
in May for the summer reading or 
Christmas, so I know the moods of my 
readers and know that they will want 
certain content for certain seasons,’ she 
says. ‘It’s about settings and working out 
what might appeal to people.’ Obviously, 
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Event venues fit for a king.

E el Pie Island’s astounding musical heritage 
has been well documented over the years, 
and Michele Whitby has had a huge part to 
play in that. She not only wrote an 
exhaustive history of the island, but also ran a pop¬ 
up museum covering all things Eel Pie in 2015 . 

Now, Whitby is on the verge of reconvening the 
museum in an old cinema building in Richmond 
Road, Twickenham, having received financial 
support from the council, the Mayor of London’s 
office and members of the public who donated via a 
crowd sourcing campaign. It’s scheduled to open in 
mid-August. 

‘The museum is something Twickenham needs, 
along with its other kinds of heritage,’ she says. 

‘The music that we put out as a nation makes me 
feel proud to be British and we need to be 
celebrating it.’ 


The Eel Pie Island phenomenon began in the late 
1950 s when Arthur Chisnall took over the Eel Pie 
Hotel and welcomed jazz and rhythm and blues 
bands to play there. Legends who crossed the river 
include Muddy Waters, the Rolling Stones, John 
Lee Hooker, The Who and many more. More bands 
came and went in the late 60 s, including Pink Floyd 
and Genesis, until a mysterious fire destroyed the 
hotel in 1971 . 

Whitby has collected thousands of exhibits 
covering those heady days, including photographs, 
concert contracts, audio exhibits and Eel Pie 
passports. Her favourite exhibit is a montage of 
images of the Rolling Stones that the band signed 
and dedicated to the island. She’s also keen, she 
adds, to ‘tie all of this history into the present day, 
with local bands like The Mystery Jets, to show that 
this part of London is still producing great music’. 






insight 
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Whitby’s long-tenn vision for the museum is to 
move to a site close to the bridge crossing to the 
island, but for now its home is in Richmond Road 
and she is hopeful locals continue to support it, as 
they did with the pop-up last year. 

‘You think you’ve seen everything but it never 
ceases to amaze me what keeps coming out of the 
woodwork,’ she marvels. ‘A guy came in and said 
he thought we’d like to see a picture he had taken of 
the Stones playing on the island, which was 
wonderful. We’re going to have an area where 
people can post their own stories and memories. 

I want the museum to be a really active place that 
people feel they are part of.’ 

The Eel Pie Island Museum will join a busy and 
eclectic cultural scene in the borough of Richmond, 
a scene that’s littered with little gems. For those 
whose musical appetites are whetted by the Eel Pie 
story, the Eel Pie Club at the Cabbage Patch Pub in 
Twickenham needs to be checked out. The 
fortnightly music night regularly 
brings musicians associated with 
the island’s heyday, including 
The Pretty Things and The 
Downliners Sect, back to the 
stage. The Cabbage Patch also 
hosts regular gigs from two 
established clubs, TwickFolk and 
the Twickenham Jazz Club, for 
those into other musical genres. Meanwhile, The 
Dysart Petersham is a magnificent venue for regular 
jazz and classical concerts. 

Richmond’s art-lovers will already be familiar 
with Orleans House Gallery, but part of the same 


complex by the Thames is the Stables Gallery, 
which also regularly puts on a diverse selection of 
shows. The Riverside Gallery, in Richmond Town 
Hall, is another mini-marvel. Theatre deserves a 
mention, too. The Mary Wallace Theatre, in 
Twickenham, regularly hosts performances by the 
Richmond Shakespeare Society and just a short 
Tube ride away from Richmond in Tumham Green, 
the Tabard Theatre is one of 
London’s finest fringe venues. 
Locals are also well served for 
stand-up comedy thanks to the 
Bearcat Club at the Turk’s Head 
in St Margaret’s. 

The Bearcat, like so many of 
these other venues, galleries and 
museums, is part of the fabric of 
local life. In years to come, here’s hoping the Eel 
Pie Island Museum will become another permanent 
fixture in our borough’s cultural landscape.

Bursts of colour and details, the work ofKristjana Williams is hot right now in 
the interiors world. Here’s how her ingenious collages caught the imagination

K ristjana Williams is an artist whose 
creations make you want to delve 
inside their minds. For the outside 
observer looking at her work, it 
seems like there should be swirls of colour 
wrapped up in winding forests while 
jumping in and out of old paintings. 

Williams’ artwork has hit the Zeitgeist 
and is some of the most trend defining in 
London. The Icelandic bom artist, who has 
lived in London for the last 20 years and has 
just moved to a new studio in Brentford, has seen 
the demand for her work snowball recently. ‘I’ve seen 
peaks and troughs before,’ she says, ‘and I keep 
waiting for the work to dip again, but so far it hasn’t.’ 
Commissions started with Liberty and were swiftly 


followed by centrepieces for The Connaught and The 
Shard, and last year she was commissioned to 
redesign Fortnum & Mason’s Christmas 
window displays and design a product range. 
It’s an A-list of clients to be sure, most 
recently adding Alexander McQueen and 
Louboutin to her roll-call, art for the Shangri 
La hotel in Sri Lanka and a collection for 
Penhaligon’s, as well as designs for the Brazil 
Olympics including light displays projected 
onto the famous Copa Cabana hotel. With 
commissions coming fast, she’s clearly an artist on 
the brink, not just of success, but of stratospheric ‘IT’ 
status. A modem day icon in the making. 

Her new studio on the Great West Road feels genuinely 
exciting. With a double height ceiling, the bright space is 


> 
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an artistic assault on the senses, a treasure trove 
crammed with her trademark butterfly cut outs, 
animals and woodland scenes as well as shelves of 
prints, cushions and other products nestled alongside 
books, maps and more prints. It is the epitome of 
organised chaos and an escalation of her journey 
from St Martin’s College of Art. 

So how does she come up with her ideas? 
Referencing Iceland, she says: ‘It’s one of those 
countries where nature is in charge, and I feel quite 
humbled by it. While growing up I would look out 
from Iceland, disappointed that we didn’t have 
palms and butterflies. I longed for that growing up.’ 

She adds: ‘I love the symmetry in nature and 
amalgamating them into other living things. Collage 
is a brilliant way of expression - I’m fascinated 
with the incredible variation that’s possible.’ 


Of course there’s also her products - from 
cushions to globes and larger pieces, these are 
providing an antidote to the UK’s ongoing 
obsession with Scandi-style. ‘People care about 
craftmanship and like to see the narrative inside the 
work. My work isn’t collage in the traditional 
sense, each bird will be made out of a hundred 
different elements, there are lighter notes, silliness 
and deeper elements and people get something 
individual from their interpretation. ’ 

She’s created three new limited edition prints for 
the V&A, a line of perfume and candles for 
Penhaligon’s, an A/W collection for Liberty and is 
about to start working with concrete and marble. 
‘It’s like a really big ocean with thousands of little 
notes floating past,’ she says on her thought 
process. ‘Sometimes things gather together in a 
pool or they’re floating miles away. I’m just lucky 
that the elements have come together! ’

The process itself is fascinating. Engravings of 
her mystical, magical backgrounds are overlaid with 
brightly printed animal cut outs.

PENNIES 
TO POUNDS 

How a rundown ex council house in 
Richmond was taken from the dregs of design 
to the very top end of the property market

Laukkanen and his wife Joanna were 
desperate to live in Richmond, because of 
the area’s great schools, and with their 
children starting to pass the toddler stages, 
they felt it was important to find a house 
with a garden - preferably one that 
Laukkanen could use his expertise to 
improve upon. 

‘The house itself was a basic three 
bed, one bath ex council house. It had a 


small kitchen and each room had an 
outlandish colour scheme, ranging from 
ochre to green and purple,’ explains 
Laukkanen. Although it was somewhat 
uninspiring and run-down, the couple 
saw the potential immediately and 
entered into a bidding war. ‘The long 
garden, though entirely overgrown, was 
the stand out feature of the house. We 
were most fortunate to have this, as it 
gave us the potential to add a rear 
extension and an office outbuilding, 
while still retaining a good garden size.’ 

Laukkanen feels that much of the 
success of the project is down to the fact 
that he is a proponent of the ‘Great 
Room’ concept. The theory centres upon 
the importance of a large, open-plan 
family space taking precedence, which >

M ikko Laukkanen grew up in 
the Pacific Northwest of 
the US, in a rural 
community on the 
Columbia River. Here he had the 
freedom to spend his summers exploring 
the small islands along the river where 
he would enjoy building structures out of 
driftwood. He discovered an innate 
desire to create and to build, and his 
designs evolved in complexity and 
ambition. Today, Laukkanen is an 
architect in Richmond, whose ambition 
has led him to transform his own 
property from a council house bought for 
half a million pounds to the perfect 
family home now worth twice as much. 

It might sound too good to be true, but the 
property in North Sheen is now worth 
£ 1 . 2 m. So, how did it all come about?

out the construction work, apart from 
the landscaping, which I completed 
mostly myself.’ Astonishingly, the work 
was all finished within 18 weeks. 

Though a fairly smooth project, there 
were some disagreements. ‘Our own 
personal tastes vary a fair bit, so there 
was no small degree of debate and 
researching through countless options in 
order to find choices where our tastes 
overlap. The end result for the most part 
was that Joanna had free rein of the 
master bedroom, while the shared spaces 
were of the contemporary character 
favoured by myself,’ laughs Laukkanen. 
‘To ensure cohesiveness we simply 
utilised a limited palette of materials 
throughout consisting of oak, wood 
internal frames to complement the oak, 
light walls and light carpet.’ 

After such an involved role in the 
build, there is always the risk that you 
could be sick of the sight of the place by 
the time it is finished. But Laukkanen 
and his family are very happy. ‘It’s 
wonderful to have the light, the space, to 
be able to constantly enjoy the garden 
and to feel the outdoors,’ says 
Laukkanen. ‘I hope we never take that 
for granted. ’ 


ensures the family spend the majority of 
their time together interacting. To 
achieve this, it was important to unify 
the separate kitchen and dining room, 
and Laukkanen was keen to add a large 
rear extension to open it all up fully. 

‘Natural light, expansive views of the 
outside, a feeling of openness are critical 
to ensuring this space works well,’ says 
Laukkanen. ‘Therefore the extension 
rises to the four metre maximum height 
allowable with sloped ceilings, the end 
wall of the extension is almost entirely 
glass, and we specified six of the largest 
size skylights that Velux produce.’ 

He also feels that it is the evolving 
nature of the renovation that has helped 
make it a success, and the way in which 
it doesn’t have to be a finished product. 
‘High-end finishes throughout were not 
within budget,’ explains Laukkanen, ‘but 
the simple palette of materials allows us 
the freedom to add colour, texture, and to 
change that whenever we wish through

decorative elements such as wall art.’ 

It’s certainly a project that Laukkanen 
can smile about and take much of the 
credit for himself, having been the sole 
brains and graft behind a large 
proportion of the renovation. ‘I produced 
all the architectural work and project 
managed the build,’ he says. ‘Our only 
other consultant was our structural 
engineer. A general contractor carried 
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Frederick Arthur opened his Devon-based joinery workshop in 1946. Detail has 
continued to go from strength-to-strength over some 70 years and is now a leading 
maker of high-end, design-led bespoke kitchens and other furniture.

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SWEET TASTE OE SUCCESS 

Bruce Boole and Oliver Peyton reveal their secrets 

For this issue’s food special, we have called in a couple of the industry’s heavyweights to 
reveal what keeps them at the top of their game. Bruce Poole is the man behind three 
stunning restaurants - two in our area in the form of the Glasshouse and La Trompette - 
and he talks to Sudi Pigott about how the French cuisine DNA is in all chefs and has 
inspired him along the way. Oliver Peyton is currently masterminding a host of new deli 
launches, but none as intriguing as his Honey Pot pop-up. Emily Manson finds out more.

Want the secret to a successful restaurant? If anyone 
knows how to run one - or three - it’s Bruce Poole

Bruce Poole has 
made running 
restaurants a fine art 


W e’re completely bonkers 
about food and wine and 
relish the individuality of 
our restaurants. Quite 
simply that sums up the secret of why 
our restaurants remain successful when 
so many come and go,’ ruminates Bruce 
Poole. My interviewee is the big, bold, 
outspoken, yet down-to-earth and 
immensely likeable Executive Chef and 
co-restaurateur of Wandsworth’s Chez 
Bruce, Kew’s Glasshouse and Chiswick’s 
Le Trompette. 

All three are resolutely and proudly 
neighbourhood restaurants vaunting 
Michelin stars, yet decidedly not tricksy 
or showy, and astonishingly good value 
for their quality: £29.95 for three courses 
at lunch, £49.95 at dinner. ‘The food 
should always over deliver on 
expectations, yet diners come away 
being charged less than they expect,’ 
emphasises Poole. 

Poole is co-owner with consummate 
restaurateur and astute financial and legal 
whizz kid and wine connoisseur Nigel 
Platts-Martin (who owns The Ledbury and 
was behind The Square too). In the late 
80s, the Chez Bruce site was called 
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La Trompette in Chiswick, 
left, and Glasshouse Kew, 
below, have become 
renowned for Michelin star 
quality food, such as roast 
cod with olive oil mash 
and gremolata 


Harvey’s and Marco Pierre White was the 
controversial headliner chef. Poole was 
recruited as Platts-Martin was a fan of his 
food at Chez Max and Bibendum before. 
He offered Poole significant involvement, 
which grew to offering him directorship. 
Poole has a more operational and hands- 
on role than Platts-Martin, and believes 
strongly in finding high quality senior staff 
and leaving them to get on with their jobs. 

The Glasshouse in leafy Kew, where 
chef Berwyn Davies now runs the kitchen, 
was first acquired back in 1999, and La 
Trompette headed by chef Rob Weston in 
Chiswick dates to 2001. ‘What’s important 
is their individuality as restaurants,’ Poole 
states. T wouldn’t ever define them as 
French restaurants, though French cuisine 
is in your DNA as a chef. It is like saying 
how can you be interested in piano 
without listening to Mozart.’ 

He explains how different the two 
restaurants are with evident pride. ‘I see 
Rob, who joined from 
The Square and is 
classically French 
trained, as a very 
grown up chef, quite 
haute and serious. He is 
a purist and takes no 
short cuts. He is a 
brilliant butcher and that matters to him 
and he smokes his own fish. He is not 
overly modem and outlandish nor old 
fashioned and not afraid of a classic dish 
from time to time.’ 

Current highlights on La Trompette’s 
menu include roast French quail, black 
pudding, watercress and hazelnuts, and 
steamed Cornish cod loin with crisp 


galette, grelot onions, peas, lettuce and 
lardo di colonnata with his signature 
creme fraiche tart for dessert. Poole 
confides that he still gets genuinely 
excited about visiting both restaurants at 
least once a month with his wife Anna. 
He celebrated his 50th at La Trompette 
recently: ‘I couldn’t think of a better 

place to go, that’s how 
highly I rate our 
restaurants, even on 
my rare nights off! 

‘Berwyn is in the 
best sense a more 
modem, technique 
driven chef whose 
cooking looks and tastes a lot lighter and 
is immaculately presented. He has 
travelled a great deal in Asia and that is 
reflected in his dishes, which perhaps 
have more wow factor. Though, 
similarly, he still likes to cook daubes 
and creme brulee, but will give them a 
different twist to Chez Bruce.’ Poole 
explains too that Davies is a keen fly

fisherman in local Syon Park and 
regularly has his own catch rainbow trout 
on the menu. Wild halibut, brown 
shrimps, black rice, bok choy and fennel 
puree, and glazed pork belly, boudin noir, 
kohlrabi, cashew nuts and Breton cider 
sauce, plus an elderflower brioche dessert 
are tempting dishes on a recent menu. 

Poole puts the trio of restaurants’ 
continued success down to going about 
their business quietly. ‘Quite simply, my 
philosophy remains that we continually 
work very hard and always try to 
improve what we do without adding any 
gimmicks and concentrate on looking 
after our customers. We don’t set out to 
have the most fashionable restaurants in 
London, but I’d like to think we our 
some of the best and have true longevity.’

Trends? It’s all about quality and longevity 


F orget hot. Because when it comes to new 

restaurants, the very last thing you want is to 
be suffocated in that pungent smog of hype 
and hyperbole. Sure, for those first few weeks, 
the booking lines will bum red hot, while the night air 
is stained white by the paparazzo’s flash. But once 
those fickle A-listers have troughed their last, they 
move on, like gormless wildebeest, to the next ‘hot’ 
spot. Compliments of the house, of course. 

And so starts the steady decline. A year later, the 
chef and maitre d’ have long gone, along with any 
hope of a decent lunch. What was hot is now most 
certainly not. But popular restaurants - now that’s a 
whole different story. Places that have just opened, and 
have not only wowed the critics, but your mates too. 
Places like Santa Remedio in Shoreditch, a brilliant 
new Mexican place that reminds me of eating in, 
you’ve guessed it, Mexico. Thrilling tacos, zinging 
fresh salsas, an incredible grilled tongue dish plus 
micheladas, tequila and mescal. Pure Mexican bliss. 
And Peyotito, in Notting Hill, a whole lot better than 
its second-rate older sibling, Peyote. The chef, a young 
Mexican lady, is superb, and can make a cracking 
mole, plus very serious tacos too. A hidden gem. 

Som Saa, on Commercial Road, is hardly unknown, 
but is easily the finest Thai restaurant in the country. 
No rough edges mbbed off here. Chillies sear, and the 
glorious pong of fermented fish is never far from the 
table. Deep-fried bass and duck offal soup are 
superlative, but there are plenty of delights for every 
palate. They only take booking for groups of four or 
more. Be warned. 


Hoppers, in Soho, is a no booking place too, but 
well worth the wait. Sri Lankan hoppers, idlis and 
dosas, along with hot buttered shrimps and mutton 
rolls. Magnificent. The same group also own Bao in 
Soho, where queues wind down the street. But those 
pork buns are sublime. A new branch has just opened 
in Fitzrovia. The last of the no-bookers is the bonkers, 
but brilliant Black Axe Mangal in Highbury. Turkish 
meets British meets Sichuan. It’s small but perfectly 
formed, food to make the taste bud holler with delight. 

For those wanting to actually guarantee a table, 
Noble Rot on Lamb’s Conduit Street is the ultimate 
wine bar with some of the best food I’ve eaten all 
year. Smoked eel, buratta, guinea fowl and cracking 
wine too. Equally adept is Frenchie in Covent Garden; 
high-end French food without a jot of pretension. The 
Frog, in Shoreditch, might sit on the edge of a car 
park, but to find cooking this good is nothing short of 
miraculous. Chef Adam Handling is a master. 

Although all the above are justifiably popular, I 
would never call them hot. Because hot means trite, 
transient and trendy. These beauties are here to stay.

‘We need to understand how important 
they are as pollinators, and how much 
we need bees to encourage the 
production of fruits and vegetables in 
this country,’ he adds. 

With a menu designed to celebrate the 
amber nectar, the Honey Pot offers 
snacks and treats that are ‘designed to 
champion honey and is used in 
inventive, health-conscious and delicious 
new ways,’ explains Peyton. The ‘Show 
me the Honey’ menu features daily 
specials that showcase a different honey, 
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served in a unique way each day of the 
week from honey roast gammon on a 
Wednesday to Spanish orange blossom 
honey and soy shredded duck salad on 
Friday, or even raw salad with bee pollen 
on Saturday. 

Alongside this 
daily changing gastr- 
hon-emy (sorry) are 
dishes like toasted 
waffles with fruit and 
honey, all cooked and 
prepared daily with 
sustainably farmed 

honey at their nearby Orangery kitchens 
They’ve even designed a health¬ 
conscious drink - the Switchel - with

spring water, honey, white wine vinegar 
and fresh ginger to make the most of 
honey’s probiotic, antifungal high 
antioxidant, low glycaemic index 
properties, as well as a slightly less 
health conscious, but undoubtedly 

delicious salted honey 
ice cream. 

Peyton’s enthusiasm 
for the gardens and the 
project is palpable and 
his obvious joy at 
working in such 
stunning surrounds is 
infectious. ‘Going to work in Kew early 
on a spring morning with the mist rising is 
just “wow”. It certainly beats counting 
money in a basement at 4am!’ he laughs. 

It’s not the easiest type of catering, 
but even that doesn’t faze him. 
Although Peyton doesn’t rule out ever 
doing another restaurant and is 
currently in the process of expanding 
his Peyton & Byrne delis, as well as 
appearing on TV with the latest series 
of Great British Menu , he does love the 
challenge that this unique venue poses. 
‘I don’t want to do something 
predictable, boring or the same old 
thing,’ he insists. ‘Here it’s a 
completely different journey and far 
more challenging on all sorts of levels. 


‘There are different financial demands 
and such varied customer profiles, as 
well as the endless weather challenges. 
One day we could do 2,000 sarnies and 
the next nothing because it’s pouring 
with rain. That’s hard psychologically for 
the team given we make everything daily 
and I haven’t got the answer to that one 
yet. It’s just a bit bonkers!’

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W hen it comes to road trips 
what springs to mind? A 
three week jaunt across the 
States in a Cadillac that 
will always remain a pipe dream, or 
maybe something nearer to home that’s 
easy to organise and just as much fun? 
May I suggest a five day trip around 
Andalucia, taking in the cultural hotspots 
of Granada and Seville and a driving 
experience you’ll remember forever. 

As one of Spain’s jewels in its crown, 
Andalucia boasts not only some amazing 
coastline and beaches, but also some 
stunning countryside and cities that are 
just as memorable too. If you love to 
drive on empty roads with endless 
craggy vistas and winding roads, this is 
the place to come. 

While the masses depart from Malaga 


airport for the nearby resorts, we picked 
up our hire car and headed inland 
straight to our first stop, the impressive 
Barcelo La Bobadilla, a 350 hectare 
estate situated in the Spanish countryside 
about 40 minutes outside Granada. The 
white-washed 
Moorish estate is the 
perfect place to crash 
and unwind before 
you head to one of 
Europe’s true 
wonders of the world, 
the Alhambra. 

We stayed in a roomy suite with its 
own private terrace overlooking the 
hotel’s grounds and dined at the very 
impressive El Cortijo restaurant. Here 
you can sample the very best of 
traditional Spanish food, including the 


best gazpacho I have ever eaten and an 
exemplary creme caramel. 

The estate offers visitors a wide 
choice of outdoor activities including 
trekking, tennis, swimming and horse 
riding, and it would be very easy just to 
stay here for a week 
and get to know the 
local area, but time 
was tight and the 
Alhambra Palace 
(which you must book 
in advance) beckoned. 

The Palace is Spain’s most visited 
tourist destination and it pays to plan 
your day there. Bag a ticket for an early 
arrival so you can take time to wander 
through the different areas. Our picks 
were the spectacularly decorated 
Nasrid Palace and the Alcazaba.

It’s an easy two and a half hour drive 
from Granada to Seville and we arrived 
in time to have a welcome swim at the 
Barcelo Sevilla Renacimiento. Though 
part of the same hotel chain, it couldn’t 
be more different from sleepy Barcello 
La Bobadilla. Large and buzzy, it lies 
just over the river from the main city 
(and here’s a tip - it’s a very cheap seven 
euro cab ride there; don’t even think of 
walking in the dazzling sunshine), 
making it the perfect base for your 
Seville sojourn. 

While Barcelona and Madrid offer 
visitors some of Spain’s most famous 


sights, Seville holds its own with its 
legendary late night tapas bars and 
impromptu flamenco displays. It is 
blisteringly hot here in the summer 
months so follow the locals and adopt a 
more after hours approach. Dinner here is 
a leisurely post 1 Opm affair with stand¬ 
out tapas bars El Rinconcillo and Sol y 
Sombra well worth a visit. Yes, you can 
order the usual jamon plate and patatas 
bravas, but try ordering the daily specials 
for a more authentic taste of Spain. We 
opted for some melt-in-the-mouth 
octopus legs and fresh anchovies and 
acorns at a local bar, then promptly 


ordered the same again. As for flamenco, 
it’s easy to book to watch a tourist show, 
but by following the local twitter feed 
instead you’ll get to hear where dancers 
are performing that night in a bar for free. 
Way cooler and much more authentic. 

Two days in Seville admiring the 
Moorish homes on every street comer 
left us wanting more, but like many of 
my favourite cities from New York to 
Rome, I knew I’d be back, and with one 
night to go before we headed home 
Malaga beckoned. 

Malaga is so often overlooked by 
travellers on their way to and from the 
airport. Visit and you’ll be totally 
surprised. It’s cool, sophisticated and a 
very easy place to spend one last night in 
Spain. We spent the afternoon at the 
impressive Museo Picasso before 
dressing for dinner at the Jose Carlos 
Garcia restaurant overlooking the Marina. 

We only managed to scratch the 
surface on our quick tour around 
Andalucia, but next time we’ll be 
heading for Tarifa, Jerez, Cadiz... the list 
is as endless as the possibilities in this 
magical province.

Ready for the new school term? Here’s what you need to do 
to ensure your child is prepared

A s soon as the summer 
holidays begin it can 
somehow feel as if you 
are already planning the 
process of going back to school in 
September. However, the break 
gives you and your family a great 
opportunity to relax, recuperate and 
the perfect opportunity to plan 
ahead and consolidate learning 
before hitting the ground running 
for the start of a new term... 

Read, read, and read 
some more 

Whether you are planning a 
stay-cation or jetting off around 
the world, encouraging your 
children to take their favourite 
books with them will ensure that their 
vocabulary and mental agility 
continues to develop.
